2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: The duplicate drawing sheets, which contain figures 11-13 
not labeled as prior art, are to be removed. In order to avoid abandonment of the 
application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 - 7 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner did not find any prior art that taught or suggested a filter member, 
or the method thereof, comprising a filtering member comprising a cylindrical body 
formed by winding a wire there for filtering and cooling a gas by allowing the gas to pass 
through from an inside to an outside in a radial direction, wherein the cylindrical body is 
formed by laminating a plurality of pattern layers in the radial direction, the pattern 
layers being formed into a mesh form by traversing the wire between one winding end 
portion and an other winding end portion in an axial direction of the cylindrical body 
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while a traverse direction of the wire is reversed in one winding end portion and the 
other winding end portion, in the other winding end portion, a plurality of reversal 
positions are set to reverse the traverse direction of the wire, and a shortest distance in 
a circumferential direction between a first reversal position of the plurality of reversal 
positions and a second reversal position at which the traverse direction is reversed 
immediately after being reversed at the first reversal position is longer than a shortest 
distance in the circumferential direction between the first reversal position and a third 
reversal position located nearest to the first reversal position. 

The following references represent the closest prior art: Japanese Publication 
Nos. JP 2001-171472 to Koyama, JP 2001-301561 to Ota, and JP 202-306914 to Ishii 
et al.; and US Patent Nos. 5,908,481 to Siddiqui, 6,945,561 to Nakashima et al., and 
6,926,304 to Miyaji et al. These references all disclose filter members that can be 
formed by winding a wire to form a cylindrical body. None of these references, however, 
teaches or suggests a filter member having the shortest distance in a circumferential 
direction between a first reversal position of the plurality of reversal positions and a 
second reversal position at which the traverse direction is reversed immediately after 
being reversed at the first reversal position being longer than a shortest distance in the 
circumferential direction between the first reversal position and a third reversal position 
located nearest to the first reversal position.
